1. first, we have gone over the SAC requirements with care 
we have difficulty in seeing how we cen introduce them in their 
present form into the Clandestine Collection Program. 4s they are 
dir force requirements the better approach appears to ua for you 
and your staff to go over them, to restate them in the approved 
£*£a, to weigh them in relation to the other Air Force requirements, 
fifed for your representative to put them forward for discussion 
in the IPC. Than they cen be assigned the expropriate prioriti- 
sed operational effort can be directed to them by the clandestine 
organization. It seems to us that any other approach would to a 
degree circumvent the CO. Is making this suggestion I do not 
mean to recommend that SAC's requirements should receive a routine 
or casual cons id e r ation. I would §&$jlclpate that they would appear 
high on ary List of Priorities . However, in order to achieve the 
most logical procedural arrwgement It sems to me that your 
representative on the IFC should advance them which will permit the 
development of an integrated list. 
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2. Secondly, it has been proposed that ’’Guidance Suggest ions" 
sad 'Project Suggestions” he developed as a means of improving 
the »*»p *n g to Air Force needs of the reports produced in our Office 
of Research sod Report® and our Office of Scientific Intelligence . 

Shese would he gone over by the project officers concerned as 
indicat ors of specific interest . I would particularly lik» to have 
your thoughts on this. "Guidance Suggestions" end "Project Suggestions' 
would not he completely binding hut possibly would be of help to the 
producers by providing reference points and to the coxu^isjers hy 
increasing the utility of the finished product. Tb& "Suggestions” 
would he processed through your office and in cooperation with your 
staff »
